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1 : 19" (Document 1 discloses the feature of adding 
oxybutynin as an active component on page 6 of the 
description; discloses the feature of adding an 
elastomeric polymer such as a styrene-isoprene-styrene 
block copolymer as the adhesive base agent on page 8 of
